tiluled, In Fit fo2 the Unifozmicy of Common Pꝛaper, and Adminiſtration of the 
ſacrameutg : the which wag repealed e taken away by Ad of parliament, in the ſirit 
peer of the reigne of our late ſoueraigne Lady Queen Mary to the great decay of the 
due honour of God, e diſcomtoꝛt to the pꝛokeſſoʒs of the truth of Ch:ills Religion.

| deing now by Us reduced to a\:tled foꝛme / We haue occa- 

= Non to repeat ſomewhat ot that which hath paſſed : And 
now lirſt entre into the Neaime, veing en ertained an its 
p02tuned with Jn:02mations of ſundꝛy wptuiſters, complaining of the er⸗ 
roꝛs and imperfectious of the Church here, as well in matter of Doctrine, 
as of Diicipime: Although We had no rꝛaſon to pꝛeſume that thingg 
were lo farre amiſſe, ag was pꝛetended, t ecauſe We had ſcene the hing⸗ 
dome under that fozme ot R ligion which by Law was eftabutſhed in the 
dayes of the late Queene of famous memoazy , bleſſed with a peace and pro⸗ 
ſperity , both extraozdinary and of many yeeres continuance (a trong eut- 
dence that God was therewith well pleaſed,) Pet becauſe the ttupoztunitp 
ofthe Complainers was great, tyeir afirmuttons behement, and the zeale 
Wherewtth the ſame did ſeeme to be a:companied, very ſpecious: Wee were 
mooued thereby to make it Our occaſfon to diſcharge that duety which is 
the chiefelt of all Hingly duetirs, That is, to ſettle the affaires of Beligi⸗ 
on, and the ſeruice of God kefoze their owne. Which, while We were in 
hand to dos, asthecontagion ofthe fickenefſe reigning in Dur Citie of 
London and other places, would permit an aſſembly of perſons meete fo 
that purpoſe ; Some of thole who milliked the Kate of Religion here eſta⸗ 
bliſhed , pꝛeiunung moze of Dur Intents then euer We gaue them cauſe 
to doe, and tranſported with humour, began ſuch pzoceedings, as did ra⸗ 
ther raiſe a ſcandall inthe Church, then take offence awap. Foz both they 
vled Fozmes ot publique ſeruing of God not here allowed, held aſſemblieg 
without Puthoztty, and did other things carrying a bery apparent ſhew of 
Hedition,moze then of Teale: whom Wee reſtrained by a fozmer Pꝛocla⸗ 
matton in the moneth of October laſt, and gaue intimation of the Confe- 
rence Wee intended to bee had with as much ſpeed as coniuentently could 
be, fo the oʒdering of thoſe things of the Church, which a: cozdinglyfol- 
lowedin the moneth of lanuary laſt at Dur Monour of Hampton Court 
where bekoze Dur Selle, and Dur Pziute Countelt were aſfem: led many 
ot the graueſt Biſhops and Pzelates of the Nealme, and manx other lear⸗ 
ned men, ag well ot thoſe that are comfozmable to the tate of the Church 
eſtabliſhed, as of thoſe that dilſented. Imong whom, what Dur paines 
were, what Our patience in hearing and replying,and what the indifferen⸗ 
tie and vp2ightuclte of Dur tudgement in determining, We leaue to the re⸗ 
pozt ofthoke who heard the ſame, contenting Our DSelfe with the linceritie 


of Our owne heart therein, But Wee — conceate , that the — + 
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that Conference was ſuch.as happeneth to many other things, which moo⸗ 
uing great expectation befaze they be entred into, in their ilue pꝛoduce imal 
effects. Foz We found mighty e vehement Jafozmations ſuppozted with fo 
weake g llender p2oofes. as it appeareth vnto Us a our counſell.thai there 
was no cauſe why any change ſhould haue beene at all in that which wa g 
t oi impug ned, the Woobze of Common Mꝛarer contaming the fozme of 
the publike Serutice of God here eſtabliſhed , neither in the doctrine which 
appeared to be ſincere, noꝛz in the Fozmes and Bites which were iuſtiffed 
out of the pꝛactiſe of the P ꝛimitiue Church. Not withſtanding We thought 
meete, with conſent of the K iſhops and other learned men there pꝛeſent, 
That ſome ſmall things might rather be explained then changed, not that 
the lame might not very well haue beene bozne with by-men , who would 
haue made a reaſonable conſtruction o: them, but foz that in a matter con- 
cerning the Deruice of God, We were nice oz rather icalous, that the pubs 
lique Fo2me thereof ſhould be tree not onely from blame, but from fuſpictz 
on, ſo ag neither the common Pduerſary ſhould haue aduantage to wzeſt out 
therein contained, to other ſenſethen.the Church of England intendeth, noz 
any troubleſome oz ignoꝛant perſon of this Church be able to take the leaſt 
'occaflon of cauull againſt it: and foz that purpoſe gaue foozth our C ommillfs 
on vnder Our great ſeale of England, to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury a 
others, accoʒding to the foꝛme which the Law eg ol this Realme in like caſe 
preicribe to he vied, to make the ſaid Explanation, and to auſe the whole 
Boote of Common Paper, with the ſame Explanation, to be newly pꝛin⸗ 
ted. Which being now done, e eſtabliſhed ane w after ſo ſerious a delibera⸗ 
tion, although Wee doubt not, but all our ſubiects both Miniſters and az 
thers, will recetue the ſame with ſuch reuerence as appertaineth e confoʒme 
themſelues therevnto euery man in that which hun concerneth, Pet haue We 
thought nt neceſſary,to make knowne by Pꝛoclamation Our authoziſing ot 
the ſame, Ind to require g entoyne all men, aſwell Ecc leſlaſticall ag Tem⸗ 
pozall, to contoʒme themſelues vnto it, and to the pꝛactiſe thexof, ag the only 
publique foꝛʒme of ieruing God, eſtabliched a allowed to be in this Realme. 
nd the rather, koʒ that all th? learned men, who were there pꝛeſent, aſwell 
ofthe Biſhops as otherg, pʒomtſed their confoʒmit in the pꝛactiſe of it, one⸗ 
Iv making ſuit to Us, that ſome few might be hozne with foꝛ a time · 
Wherefoze Wee require all Archbichops, Biſhops, & all other publique 
Miniſterg, as well Eccleũaſticall as Ciuill, ta doe their dueties in cauũng 
the ſame to be obered, a in puniſhing the offenderg.accazding to the Lawes 
of the Realme heretofozec eſtabliſhed, foz the authoztzing of the ſaid booke 
of Commen Paper. And Mee th.nke it alto-neceflary, that the ſaid Arch⸗ 
biſhops. & Biſhops, doe each of them in his Pꝛouinte # Diocelle take oz der, 
That euery Pariſh doe pꝛocure to themielues within ſuch time as they 
ſhall thinke good to limit, one of the aid bookes fo explained, Ind laſt of al, 
Wee doe admonich all men, that hereafter they ſhall not expect noz attempt 
any further alteration in the Common c publique foʒme of Gods ſeruice, 
from this which is now eſtabliſhed, foz that neither wul Wee giue way to 
any to pꝛeſume, that Our iudgement hating determined in a matter qt this 
weight, ſhall bee ſwaped to alteratzon be the friuoloug ſuggeſtions ot an 
ught f41rit ; ne ther are Wee ignozant ofthe inconueniences that doe ariſe 
nGouernemeut,i 2 admitting innsuatioa tnthingg once letled by mature 
8 i deliberation; 


deliberat ion: Ind hob neceſlary it is to ble conſtancy in the v oldin 
the pub lique determinations of ſtate, foz that ſuch is the r — = 
bnſkedfaſtneſle of ſome diſpoſttfons , affecting euery yecre new f\o2tnes of 
things, as it they ſhould be followed in their vnc onſt ancie, would make all 
actions of ſtates ridiculous and contemptible: whereas the Neadfaſt 
maintaining of things by good aduite : ſtabliſhed, is the weale of all Com⸗ 
mon⸗wealths. Given at Our Palace of Weſtminſter the 5. day cf March, 
in the firſt yeere of Our Reigne of Enghand , France, and Ireland; and of 
Scotland the ſeven and thir tie th. God ſave the King. 
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Here was neuer any thing by the wit of man ſo wel des 
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LO bath not bin cozrupted:as (amoug other things )it may 
===2 plainly appeare by the Common payers in ? Church, 
commonly called Diuine ſeruice. The firſt oziginall oz ground 
wherof, if a man would ſearch out by the ancient fathers, he ſhall 
find that the ſame was not oꝛdained but of a god purpoſe, & foz a 
great aduancement of godlineſſe, Foz they ſo o2dered the matter, 
that the whole Bible ( the greateſt part thereof) ould be read 
auer once in the peare: intending therby,p the Clergie, « ſpecials 
ly ſuch as wereMYiniffers of the congregatis,ſhould(by often rea⸗ 
ding g meditation of Gods wozd) be ſkirred vp to godlines them⸗ 
lelues, t be moze able to exhozt others by wholſome doarine, & to 
confute them p were aducrſartes fo the truth. A. d further, that 
the people, by daily hearing of holy Scripture read in p Church, 
Could continually pꝛofit moze E moze in the knowiedge of God, x 
be the moze & moze inflamed with the loue of his true Religion. 
But theſe many yeares paſſed, this godly a decent oʒder of the ans 
cient fathers hath bin ſo altered, bzoken, & neglected, by planting 
in vncertain Stozies, Legends, Reſponds, Uerſes, vaine repetitt- 
ons Comemozations,+ Synodals, that commonly when any book 
of the Bible was begun, befaze thz& o2 foure Chapters were read 
puf,all the reſt were vnread. Ans in this ſazt the book of Tſat was 
begun in Advent, & the book of Genefis in Septuageſima:but they 
were only begun,x neuer read though After a like ſoʒt were othet 
books of holy ſcripture vſed, And moꝛeouer wheras . Paul would 
haue ſach language ſpoken to d people in y Church as they might 
buderſtand dt haue pꝛofit by hearing p ſame ; the Sernice in this 
Church of England (theſe many yeares ) hath bin read in latin to 
Þ people, which they vnderſteod rot: ſo p they haueheard with theit 
eares only:;F their heart, ſpirit, : mind haue not bin edified therby, 
And notwithſtanding 5 the ancient fathers diuided the Pſalmes 


into ſegenvartions, wherot euery = was called —— 
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of late time a few of them haue beene dayly ſayd , E off repeated. 
and the reſt vtterly.omitted, Ma zeouer, the number and hardneſſe 
of the rules called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the ſer⸗ 
vice was the cauſe, that toturne the booke onely was ſo hard in⸗ 
fricate a matter, that many times there was moze bi:fines to find 
out what ſhould be read, then to reade it when it was found out, 
Thele inconueniences therefoze confidered,here is ſet fozth ſuch 
an oꝛder, wherby the ſame ſhal be redzeſed., And foz a readines in 


this matter, here is dzawen out a Kalender foz that purpoſe, which 


is plaine & eaſte to be vnder ſtanded, wherein (ſo much as may be) 
the reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet foꝛth, that all things ſhal be 
done in ozdet, without bzeaking one piece thereof fro another. Foz 
this cauſe bee cut off Anthemes, Reſpondes, Inuitatozies, 4 ſuch 
like things as did bzeake the continual courſe of the reading of the 
Stripture. Pet becauſe there is no remedie, but that ofneceſſifis 
there mult be ſome rules,therfoze certain rules are here ſet fozth, 
which as t hey be few in number, ſo they be plaine and eaſie to be 
vnderſtanded. Do that here yen haue an o2der foꝛ pꝛaper (as tou⸗ 
ching the reading of holy Scripture )mych agreeable to the mind 
and purpoſe of the olds Fathers, and a great deale moze p2ofifablg 
egcommodious then that which of late was vſed, At is moze pꝛo⸗ 
fifable. becauſe heere are left out many things, whereof ſome bee 
vntrue, ſome vncertaine,ſome vain ⁊ ſuperſtitisus and nothing is 
o2deined to be read,but the very pure wozd of God, the holy ©crip- 
tures, oʒ that which is euidently grounded vpon the ſame , that 


derſtanding both of the readers hearers. It is alſo moze tom⸗ 
modious, both foz the hoztneffe thereof, foꝛ the plaineneſſe of the 
ozder, and foꝛ that the rules be fow 4 eafie. Furthermoze, by this 
oder, the Carates ſhall neede none other Bookes fo2 their pub⸗ 
lique ſeruice, but this booke and the Bible. By the meanes wher⸗ 


of, the people fhall not be af ſo great charges foz bookes, as in 


times paſt they haue beene. 
And where heretofoꝛe there hath been great diuerũtie in ſaying 


E linging in Churches within this Realme , ſome following Sa- 
riſburte vſe, ſome Yerefogd ble, ſome the bſe of Wangoz , ſome ot 


Yozke,and ſome of K incolne: now from hencefo2th all the whole 
Realme ſhall haue but one vſe, And if any will indge this way 
moze painfull;becauſe that al things muſt be read vpon the booke, 
whereas befoze by the reaſon of ſooften repetition, they could ſay 


mane 


; 
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many tbings by heart: At thoſe men will weigh their labour, with 
the p2ofit x knowledge, which dayly they ſhall attaine by reading 
bpon the booke, they will not refuſe the paine, in conſideration of 
the great pzofit that ſhall enſne thereof, 

And fozaſmuch as nothing can almoſt be ſe plainely ſet foozth, 
but doubts may rile in the vſe + pzactiſe of the ſame. To appeaſe 
All ſuch dinerſity,(tfany ariſe) and foz the reſolution of all doubts 
concerning the maner how to vnderſfand, do, c execute the things 
contained in this booke: the parties that ſo doubt,o2 diuerſly take 
any thing, hal alway reſozt to the Biſh op of the Dioceſſe,who by 
his diſcretion hall fake o2der fo2 the quieting e appeaſing of the 
ſame,ſo that the ſame oꝛder be not cotrary to any thing contained 
in this booke, And if the Biſhop of the Diocelle be in any doubt, 
then he may ſend foz the reſolution thereof to the Archbiſhop, 


T Hough it be 1 5 in the afore written Preface, 
that all things ſhall bee read and ſung in the Church 
in the Engliſh tongue, to the end that the Congregation 
may bee thereby edified: yet it is not meant, but when 
men ſay Morning and Evening prayer privately, they 
may ſay the ſame in any language that they themſelves 
doe underſtand. 
And all Prieſts and Deacons ſhall be bound to ſay day- 
ly the Morning and Evening prayer, either privately or 
openly, except they bee let by preaching, ſtudying of di- 
vinity, or by ſome other urgent cauſe. 
And the Curate that miniſtreth in every pariſh Church 
or Chappell, being at home, and not being otherwiſe rea- 
ſonably let, ſhall ſay the ſame in the pariſh Church or 
Chappell where he miniſtreth, and ſhall toll abell rhere- 
to, a convenient time before hee begin, that ſuch as bee 
diſpoſed, may come to heare Gods word, and to pray 
with him.

„ F ſich Ceremonies as be bſed in the Church, and haue 
had their beginning by the inſtitution ot man: fome at the 
mi vere of godly intent and purpoſe deuiſed, aad yet at 
length turned to vanitie e ſuperſtition: ſome entred into 
| the Church by bndiſcreet deuotion e ſuch a zeale ag was 
without knowledge and foz becauſe they were winked at 
— in the beginning, they grew daply to moze a noze abuſes, 
which not onely foꝛ their vnpꝛolitablenes, but alſo becauſe they haue much 
blinded the people, and obſcured the glozy of God, ate wozthy to be cut as 
wap, and cleane retected. Other there be, which although they haue beens 
deuiſed by man, pet it is thought good to referue them ſtill, aſwell toꝛ a de⸗ 
cent 92der in the Church (fozthe which they were firſt deuiſed) as becauſe 
they pertatne to edification, whereunto all things done in the Church (ag 
the Fpolſlkle teacheth) ought to be referred And although the keepin x 02.05 
mitting of a C eremonie in it ſelfe conf{dered, is but a ſmall thing: yet the 
wilfull and contemptuous tr angreſſion, and bzeaking of a common ozder 
and diſcipline, is no ſmall offence befoze God. | 
Let all things be done among vou, ſatth Saint Paul, in a ſeetttely and due 
oꝛder. The appointment ot the which oꝛder pertaineth not to pꝛiuate men: 
thereſoze no man ought to take in hand, noꝛ pꝛeſumt to appoint oz altet 
any publique 02 common oꝛder in Chufts Church, except he be lawfully cal- 
led and auth oziſed thereunto. 8 
And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men are ſo diuers, that 
Jome thinke it a great matter of conſcience, to depart from a piece of ths 
leaſt oftheir C eremonies, they be ſo addicted to thetr old cuſtomes: e agam 
onthe other ſide, ſome be ſo new fangled, that they would innouate all 
things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them but that is new? 
it was thought expedient , not ſo much to haue reſpect how to pleaſe a ſatiſ⸗ 
lle, either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, e pzoflte them both. And 
yet leſt aur man ſhould be offended , whom good reaſon might fariſfle, 
Heere bee certaine cauſes rendzed , why ſome ot the accuſtomed Ceremos 
nies be put away,and-ſome retained and kept ſtall. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe g; multitude of them Hath 
ſo mcreaſed in theſe latter dayes, that the burden of them was intolerable, 
whereot Saint Auguſtine in his time complained that they were growen to 
ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Thaiſtian people was in wozſe caſe concer⸗ 
ning that matter, then were the Jewes. And he counſelled, that ſuch poks e 
durthen ſhould betaken away, as time would ſerue quietly to doe it. | 

But what would S. Auguſtine haue ſaid, if hee had ſcene the Ceremonies 
ol late da es vſed among bs: whereunto the multitude vſed in his time 
wap not to be compared? This our exceſſiue muititude of Eeremonics 
was lo great, and many ot them fo darke , that they did moze conkound = 
darken

darken,then declare and ſet fozth Chziſts benefits vnto bs. 

Ind beſides this, C hziſts Goſpell is not a Ceremoniall Law (as much 
of Moſes Law was) but it is a Heligion to ſcrue God, not in bondage of 
the figure oʒ ſhadow, but in the freedome of the ſpirit , being content onely 
with thoſe Ceremontis, which doe ſerue to a decent oꝛzder, and godly diſci⸗ 
pline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtirre vp the dull min de of man to the remem⸗ 
bꝛance ot his duty to God, by ſome notable @ ſpeciall ſigi iſication, wh reby 
he might be edtfied. 

Furthermoze, the moſt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certain Cere- 
monies was, that thay were ſofarre abuſed , partlyby the ſuperſtitious 
blindneſſe of the rude a bnlearned , aud partly by the vnſatiable auarice of 
ſuch as ſought moꝛe their owne lucre, then the glozy of God, that the abu⸗ 

ſes could not well be taken away, the thing remaining ſkill. But now ag 
concerning thoſe perſons , which peraduenture will ve offended , foz that 
ſome of-the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill: if they conlider that without 
ſome Ceremonies, it is not poſſible ta keepe any o2der, oꝛ quiet diſcipline in 
the Church, they ſhal eaſily perceiue iuſt cauſe to refo2me their judgements. 
And if they thinke much that any ofthe old doe remaine,and would rather 
haue all deuiſcd anew:rhen ſuch men, granting ſome Teremonies conueni⸗ 
ent to be had, ſurely where the old may be well vſed, there they cannot rea⸗ 
ſonably rep2oue the old , onely fo their age, without bew zaping of their 
own folly. Foz in ſuch a caſe,they ought rather to haue reuerence vnto them 
koꝛ their antiquitie, bf they will declare themſelues to be moze ſtudious of 
buitte and conco2d, then of tnnouationg # newfangleneſſe, which (as much 
as may be, with the true ſetting toozth of Th:ifts Religion) is alwapes to 
beeſchewed. Furthermoze,fuch ſhall haue no iuſt cauſe with the Teremos * 
nies reſerued,to be offended. Foz as thoſe be taken away which were moſt 
abuſed, and did burden meng conſciences, without any cauſe: ſo the other 
that remaine, are retained foz a diſcipline and o2der, which (bpon tuſt cau⸗ 
ſes) may be altered and changed, and therefoze are not to be eſteemed equall 
with Gods Law. And mozeouer, they be neither darke no2 dumbe Cere⸗ 
monies.but are ſo ſet fooʒth that euery man may vnderſtand what they dog 
meane, and to what uſe they doe ſerue. So that it is not like, that they in 
time to come, ſheuid be abuſed ag other haue beene And in theſe our doings 
we condemne no other Nations , noz pꝛeſcribe any thing but to our owne 
people onely. Foz we thinke it conuenient, that euery countrey ſhould vſe 
ſuch Teremonies as they ſhall thinke beſt to the ſetting foath of Gods hos 
nour # gi92y , aud to the reducing. of the people to a molt perfect and godly > 
liuing, without errour 02 ſuperſtition : Ind that they Gould put away o 
ther things which from time to time they perceiue to be moſt abuſed,as in 
mens 0zUnances it ott en chancerh dinexlle,tn diners Countrepess

He laid unto him, Thou haſt ſaid, And when they were 
eating, Jeſus took bzead, # when he had given thanks, 
he bxake it, and gave it to the difciples,x ſaid, Take, eat, 
this is my bodie. Ind he took the cup, and thanked, and 
gave it to them, ſaying, Dꝛink pe alli ołthis:loꝛ this is my 
blood (which is of the new Teſtament) that is ſhed fox 
many, foz the remillion of fins. But J ſay unto you, J 
wil not dztnk hencefozth of this fruit of the vine⸗ tree, un⸗ 
til that day when J ſhal dꝛink it new with you in my Fa- 
thers kingdom, And when they had laid grace, chey went 
out unto mount Olivet.

And he left them, and went again, and pzaxed 
the third time, ſaying the ſame woꝛds. Then cometh he 
to his dilciples, and laid unto them, Sleep on now, and 
take your reſt. Behold, the hour is at hand, and the 
Son of man is betraped into the hands of ſinners:Riſe, 
let us bee going, behold, he is at hand that doth betray 
me. while he pet ſpake, loe, Judas, one otthe number 
ofthe twelve, came, and with him a great multitude 
with ſ\wo2ds #4 ſtaves, ſent from the chiel Pꝛzieſts and 
elders of the people. But he that betrayed him gave them 
a token ſaying, Whomſoever J kiſſe, the ſame is he, hold 
him fat, And fozthwith he came to Jeſus and ſaid, 
Hail maſter, and kiſſed him. And Jeſus ſaid untohim, 
Friend, wherefoze art thou come? Then came they, and 
laid hands on Jeſas, and took him, And behold, one of 
them which were with Jeſus, ſtretehed out his Hand, 
and dzew his ſwozd, and ſtrook a ſervant of the high 
Pꝛieſt, and ſmote off his ear. Then ſaid Jeſus unto 
him, Put up thy ſwozdinto the ſheath: foz all they that 
takethe ſwozd.ſhal periſh withthe ſwozd.Thinkelt thou 
that J cannot now pꝛay to my Father, and hee ſballgive 
mee even now moze then twelve legions of angels?

The chief Pꝛieſts and elders, and all the councell 
ſought falſe witneſſe againſt Jeſus foz to put him to 
death, but found none: yea, when many kalte witnelles 
came, pet found they none. At the laſt came two falſe 
witnelleg, andſafd, This fellow ſaid, J am able to de» 
ſtrop the temple of God, and to build it again in thee 
dayes. And the chick Pꝛieſt aroſe, and ſaid unto him, 
Anſwereſt thou nothing? why doe theſe bear witneſle a⸗ 
gainlt thee ? But Jeſus held his peace. And the chtef 
Pꝛieſt anſwered, and laid unto him, I charge thee by the 
living God that thou tell us whether thou be Chꝛiſt the 
Son of God. Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou haſt ſaid, Me⸗ 
vertheleſſe J ſap unto pou, Yereafter ſhall ye ſee the Son 
of man fitting on the right hand ot power, q coming in 
the clouds of the skie. Then the high Pꝛieſt rent his 
clothes, ſaytug, De hath ſpoken blaſphemie, what need 
we of any moze witneſſes ? Behold, now yee have heard 
his blaſphemy, what think pe? They anſwered and ſaid, 
He is woꝛthie to die. Then did they ſpit in his face, and 
buffetted him with fiſts. And other ſ\mote him on the 
face with the palm ot their hands, ſaying, Tellus, thou 
Chꝛiſt, who is he that lmote thee: Peter ſate without 

in the Court, # a Damoſell came to him, ſaying, Thou 
alſo walt with Jeſus of Galilee. But hee denied befoze 
them all, ſaying, J wote not what thou lapeſt. hen he 
was gone out into the poꝛch another wench law him, 
and ſatd unto them that were there, This fellow was 
alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth, And again hee denied 
with an oath, ſaying, J doe not know the man. Alter a 
while came unto him they that food by, and laid unto 
Peter, Surely thou art even one of them, toz thy ſpeech 
bewzaxeth thee, Then began hee to curſe and to wear. 
that he knew not the man, And immediately the cock 
crew. And Peter remembzed the woꝛd of Jeſus, which 
laid ynto him, befoze the eoch crow thou ſhalt = me

thzick: and he went out, and wept bitterly, When the 
mozning was come, all the chief Pzieſts and Elders of 
the people held a councellagainſt Jeſus to put him to 
death, and b2ought him bound, and delivered him unto 
Pontius Pilat the Deputy. Then Judas which had 
betrayed him (ſecing that hee was condemned) repent 
ed himkelt, and bzought again the thirtie plates of ftl- 
ver to the chtetÞzieſts and Elders,ſaying, J have ſin⸗ 
ned, betraying the innocent bloud. And they ſaid, vohat 
is that to us? ſee thou to that, And he caſt down the 
ſilver plates in the temple, and departed, and went and 
hanged Himſelf, And the chiek Pꝛieſts took the ſilver 
plates, and ſaid, It is not lawtfull foz to put them into 
the treaſury, becaule it is the pꝛice of bloud. And they 
tooß counſell, and bought with them apotters field to 
bury ſtrangers tn, Wherefore the freld is caled Achel- 
dama, that is, the field of bloud, untill this day, Then was 
fulfilled that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the P2ophetr, 
ſaying, And they took thirty ſilver plates, the pzice of 
him that was valued, whom they bought ofthe childzen 
of Jſrael,and gave them foꝛ the potters field, as the Loꝛd 
apointed me. Jeſus ſtood befoze the Deputy, and the 
Deputy asked him, ſaying, Art thou the Bing or the 
Jews: Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſ}, And when he 
Was accuſed of the chief iets and Elders,he anſwers 
ed nothing. Then ſaid Pilate unto htm, Heareſt thou 
not how many witneſles they lay againſt thee : And he 
anſwered him to never a woꝛd, inſomuch that the Depu⸗ 
ty marvelled greatly. At that Feaſt the deputy was wont 
to deliver unto the people a pziſoner whom they would 
deſire, He had then a notable pꝛiſoner called Barabbas. 
'Therefoze when they were gathered together, Pilate 
laid, nohether will ye that J give looſe untoyou, Barab⸗ 
bas, oz Jeſus whichts called Chꝛiſt? Foz he knew that 
{oz envy they had delivered him. hen he was ſet down 

to give judgment, his wite ſent unto him, ſaying, * 
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thou nothing to do with that juſt man, foꝛ I habe ſuffers 
ed this day many things in my ſleep becauſe of him. But 
the chief pꝛieſts and elders perſwaded the people that 
they ſhould ask Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus. The Des 
puty anſwered, and ſaid unto them, Whether of the 
t wain will ye that J let looſe unto you? They laid, Bas 
rabbas. Pilate ſaid unto them, What ſhall J do then 
with Jeſus, which is called Chziſt? They all ſaid unto 
him, Let him be crucified. The Deputy ſaid, What 
evil hath he done? But they cryed the moze, ſaying, Let 
him be crucified, hen Pilate ſaw that he could pꝛe⸗ 
vail nothing, but that moꝛe bulineſſe was made, he took 
water and wached his hands beloꝛe the people.ſaying,J 
am innocent of the bloud of this juſt perſon, ſee pe. Then 
anſwered all the people and ſaid, Dis bloud be on us, 
and on our childzen, Then let he Barabbas looſe unto 
them, and ſcourged Jeſus, and delivered him to be cruct- 
fied. Then the ſouldiers of the deputy took Jelus in⸗ 
to the common hall, and gathered unto him all the com⸗ 
panp, and they ſtripped him, and put on him a purple 
robe, and platted a crown ot thoꝛns, and put it upon 
his head, and a reed in his right hand, and bowed the 
knee befoze him, and mocked htm, ſaying, Bail King of 
the Jews. And when they had ſpitupon him, they took 
the reed, and ſmote him on the head, andafter that thep 
had mocked him, they took the robe off him again, a put 
his own raiment on him, and led him away to cructfie 
him. And as they came out, they founda man of Cy⸗ 
rene, named Simon, him they. compelled to bear his 
crolſe. And they came unto the place which is called 
Golgotha (that is to lay, a placeof dead mens chuls) and 
gave him vineger mingled with gall to dꝛink. And when 
he talked thereof ,he would not dꝛink. no hen they had cru ⸗ 
cifted him, they parted his garments, and did taſt lots, 
that it might be fulfilled whieh was ſpoken by the Pꝛo⸗ 
phet, Ther partedmy garments among them, andupon 
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my veſture did they caſt lots, And they ſate and watched 
him there, and ſect up over his head the cauſe ol his death 
witten, This is |: us,” the King of the Jews. Then were 
there two theeves crucified with him, one on the right 
hand, a the other on the left. They that paſſed by, reviled 
him, wagging their heads, a ſaying, Thou that deſtroy: 
edſt the temple of God, and didit build it in thzee dayes, 
ſave thy ſelfe, Jt thou be the Son of GOD come down 
foz the croſſe. Likewiſe alſo the high pzieſts mocking 
him, with the ſcribes and elders ſaid, Ye ſaved other, 
himſelf he cannot ſave. Il he bethe king of Jſrael.let him 
now come downe from the crolle,and we wilbeleeve him, 
He truſted in God, let him deliver him now, il he wil have 
him: foꝛ he ſaid, J am the Son of God. The theeves al- 
ſo which were crucified with him, caſt the ſame in his 
teeth. From the ſixt hour was there darknes over allthe 
land untill the ninth Hour. And about the ninth houre, 
Jeſus cryed with a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Elilama- ſabach- 
thani, that is to ſay, My God,mpGod,why haſt thou foz- 
faken me: Some of them that ſtood there, when they 
heard that, laid, This man calleth foz Elias. And ſtraight⸗ 
way one ok them ran and took a ſpunge, and when he had 
filled it full of vineger, he put it ona reed, a gave him to 
dzink.

And about the ſpace of 
an hour aſter, another affirmed, ſaying, Uerily this fel- 
low was with him alſo, foz he is of Galilee. And Peter 
ſaid, Man, J wot not what thou ſapeſt. And immedi⸗ 
ately while ye vet ſpake, the cock crew. And the Lozd 
turned back, and looked upon Peter, and Peter remem⸗ 
bzed the woꝛd of the Lozd, how he had ſaid unto him, 
Befoze the cock crow, thou Galt denie me thzice: and 
Peter went out, and wept bitterly. And the men that 
took Jeſus, mocked him, and ſmote him: and whenthey 
had blindefolded him, they ſtrook him on the kace, and aſk» 
ed him. ſaying ; Aread, who is he that (mote thee? And 
many other things deſpitefully ſaid they againſt him. 
And aſſoon as it was day, the elders of the people, and 
the high pꝛieſts and ſcribes came together, and led him 
into their counſeli.ſaying. Art thou very Chꝛiſt? Cell us. 
And he (aid unto them, It J tell you, ye will nos beieebe 
me: and it I aſk you, vou will not anſwer,noz let me go. 
Herealter ſhall the Don of man ſit on the right hand ol 
the power of God. Then laid they all, Art thou then the 
Son of God? He ſaid, Pe ſap that Jam, And they ſaid, 
hat need we of any further witneſſe? Foz we our 
ſelves have heard of His own mouth, hg 54-6 
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bis J warn pou of, and commend not, that 
N ye come not together after a better manner, 
7/4 (& but after a wozfe, Foz firſt of all, when ye 
,; come together in the congregation, J hear 
that there is diſſention among vou, and J 
artly beleeve it. Foꝛ there mult be ſects among you, 
that they which are perfect among you may be linown, 
When pe come together therefkoze into one place, the 
Loꝛds ſupper cannot be eaten, foz every man begin⸗ 
meth atoze to eat his own ſupper, and one is hungry, 
and another is dzunken, Have ye not houſes to eat and 
dꝛink in? Deſpiſe yethe congregation of God, and ſhame 
them that have not? hat (ball J ſay unto vou: Shall 
J pzaiſe pou ? In this J pꝛaite you not. That which J 
delivered unto you, J received of the Lozd, Foz the Loꝛd 
Jelus the ſame night in which he was betrayed, took 
bjzead, and when he had given thanks, he b:ake it, 
and laid, Take ye and eat, this is mp body, which is bꝛo⸗ 
ken fo: you : Chis do ye in the remembꝛante of me. Ak⸗ 
ter the ſame manner alſo he took the cup when Supper 
was done, ſaying . This cup is the new Ceſtament in my 
bloud: This do, as oft as pe dꝛink it in remembꝛante of 
me. F92 as often as pe ſhall eat this bzead, and dzink of 
this cup, ye ſhall ſhew the Loꝛds death till he come. 
Wherekoꝛe whoſoever ſhall eat of this bzead, and dzink 
at this cup of the Lo2d unwozthily, ſhall be guilty of 
the body and bloud of the Loꝛd. But let a man examine 
Himſelf, and ſo let him eat of the bzead, and dzink of the 
cup. Foꝛ he that eateth and dzinketh unwoꝛthilp. eateth 
and dꝛinketh his own damnation, becauſe he mabeth no 
diff:rence of the Lozds body: Foz this cauſe many are 
weak and fick among you, and many ſleep. Fo2 if we 
had judged our ſeives, we ſhould not have been judged, 
But when we are judged of the Lozd, we are chaſtened, 


that 
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that we ſ<ould not be damned with the world. Bhere= 
foe my bzethzen, when pe come together to eat,tarry one 
fo2 another At any man hunger let him eat at home that 
ve come not together unto condemnation. Other things 


will J ſet in oꝛder when J come, 
The Goſpel. 
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accuſe him, no noz yet Herod. Foz J ſent vou unto him, 
and lo, nothing wozthy of death is done unto him: J 
will thereſoze chaften him, and let himlooſe, Foz of ne- 
teſſitie he muſt have let one looſe to them at that feaft, 
And all the people cryed,at once ſaying, Away with him, 
and deliver us Barabbas (which foz a certain inſurrectt- 
on made in the citie, and foz a murder, was caſt into 
pziſon ) Pilate ſpake again unto them, willing to let 
Jeſus looſe. But they cryed ſaying, Crucifie htm, cru⸗ 
ciſle him. He laid unto them the third time, What evill 
hath he done? J linde no cauſe of death in him: J will 
therefoze chaſten him, and let him go. And they cryed 
with loud voyces, requiring that he might be crucified; 
And the vopces of them, and of the high pꝛieſts pꝛevailed. 
And Pilate gave ſentence that it would be as they re- 
quired : and he let looſe unto them him that foz imur⸗ 
rection and murder was caſt into pꝛiſon, whom they 
had deſired. And he delivered to them Jeſas, to do with 
him what they would. And as they led him a war, ther 
caught one Simon of Cyzene coming out of the field, 
and on him laid ther the croſſe, that he might bearit af- 
ter Jeſus. Ind there followed him a great company of 
people, and of women which bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jeſus turned back unto them, and ſaid, Ye 
daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not foz me, but weep 
koꝛ your ſelves, and foz your childzen: Foz behold, the 
dapes will come, in the which they ſhall ſay, Happy are 
the barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the paps 
which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin to ſaꝝ to 
the mountains, Fall on us: and to the hills, Cover us. 
Fox if they do this in a green tree, what (ball be done in 
the dꝛie? And there were two evill doers {ed with him 
to be lain. And after that they were come to the place 
which is called Calvarie, there they crucifted him, and 
the e vill doers, one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left. Chen ſaid Jeſus, Father, foꝛgibe them, foz they,

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wot not what they do. And they parted his ratment,and 
caft lots : and the people ſtood and beheld. Andthe rulers 
mocked him with them, ſaying, Ye ſaved other men, let 
him ſave himſelf, if he be very Chziſt the choſen of God, 
The ſouldiers alſo mocked him, and came and offered 
him vineger, and ſaid, It thou be the king ol the Jews, 
ſave thy ſelf, And a fuperſcription was witten over 
him with letters of Gꝛeek, and Latine, and Yebzew, 
This is the king of the Jews. And one of the evill docrs 
which. were hanged, railed on him, ſaying, It thou be 
Chyilt, ſave thy ſelf and us. But the other anſwered, 
and rebuked him, ſaying, Feareſt not thou God, ſeeing 
thou art in the ſame damnation ? We are righteouſly 
puniched, foz we receive accoꝛding to our deeds: but this 
man hath done nothing amiſſe. And he ſaid unto Jeſus, 
%92d, remember me when thou comel into thy king: 
dom. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Uerily A lap unto thee, 
To day ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe. And it was 
about the ſixth hour: and there was a darkneſſe over all 
the earth, untill the ninth hour, and the ſun was darke 
ned. and the vailof the temple did rend even thoꝛow the 
mid, And when Jeſus had cryed with a loud voyce, he 
ſaid, Father into thine hands J commend my Dpirtt. 
And when he had thus ſaid,hegaveup the ghoſt, When 

the centurion ſaw what had happened, heglozilied God, 
ſaying, Uerily this was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to that light, and law the 
things which had happened, ſmote their bꝛeaſts, and 
returned. And all his atquaintance, and the women that 
followed him from Galilee,ffood afar off beholding theſe 
things. And behold, there was aman named Joſeph, a 
counſeller, and he was a good man and a jut: the ſame 
had not conſented to the counſel, and deedof them, which: 
waited foz the kingdom of God: he went unto Pilate and

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ped it in a linnen cloth, and laid it in a ſepulchze, that 
was hewen in ſtone, wherein never man beloꝛe had been 
laid. And that day was the pꝛeparing ol the ſabbath,and 
the ſabbath dꝛew on. The women that tollowed after, 
which had come with him from Galilee, beheld the ſe- 
pulchze, and how his body was laid. And they returned, 
and pꝛepated ſweet odours, and ointment: but reſted on 
the ſabbath day accoꝛding to the commandment, 
On good Friday.

Wherefoze 
when he cometh into the wozld, he ſaith, Sacrifice and 
Offering thou wouldſt not have, but a body haſt thou oꝛ⸗ 
dained me. Burnt offerings alſo fox fin haſt thou not 
allowed, Then ſaid J, Lo, Jam here. Jn the begin⸗ 
ning of the book it is wꝛit ten of me, that J ſhould do thy 
will, O God. Above when he ſaith, Dacrificeandoffer= 
ing, and burnt ſacrifices, and ſin offerings thou would» 
eſt not have, neither halt thou allowed them (which yet 
are offered by the law:) then ſaid he, Lo, J am here to 
do thy will, O God : he talieth away the frit,to eſtabliſh 
the latter. By the which will we are made holp, eben by 
| the offering ol the body of Jelus Chꝛiſt once foz all. And 
every Pꝛieſt is ready dally miniſtering, and offering ol⸗ 
ten times one manner ofoblatfon, which can never take 
away ſins. But this man after he had offered one lacri⸗ 
fice toꝛ ſins, is ſet down fox ever on the right hand ol God, 
and from hencelozth tarrieth till His foes be made his 
footſtool. Fo2 with one offering hath he made perlect fox. 
ever them that are ſanctified. The holy Gholt himſell al⸗ 
ſo beareth us recozd, even when he told befoze, This is 
the Teffament that J will make unto them: After thoſe 
dayes (ſaith the Lozd) J will put my Laws in their 
hearts, and in their mindes will J wꝛite them, and their 
ling and iniquities will J remember no moꝛe. And where 
remiſſion of thete things is. there is no moꝛe offering fox 
ſing. Seeing therefoze, bꝛethzen, that by the means ol 
the bloud of Jeſas, we have liberty to enter into the holy 
place dy the new and living way, which he hath pzepared: 
foz us thꝛough the vail, (that is to ſay), by his fleſh: and

Then ſatd the high Pziefts 
of the Jews to Ptlate, Yzitenot, Bing of the Jews: 
but that he ſaid, Jam King of the Jews. Pilate an⸗ 
Cwered, What J habe wzitten, that Jhave wzltten, 
Then the ſoyldiers when they had crucified Jefus, took 
his garments, and made four parts, to every ſouldier a 
part, and alſo his coat, The coat was without ſeam, 
wꝛought upon thzoughout, They ſaid therefoze among 
themſelves, Let us not divide it, but cal lots foz-it, who 
wall ha be it, that the ſcripture might be fulfflled, ſaying, 
They have parted my rapment among them, and foz my 
coat did they caſt lots, And the ſouldiers did ſuch things 
indeed. There ſtood 9 Crate of Jeſus, his mother and 
bis mothers (iter, Marx the wife of Cleophas,and Ma: 
ry Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his mother, 
and the Diſciple whom he loved, landing, he faithunto 
his mother, Woman,behold thy ſon, Chen ſaidhe to the 
Difciple, Behold thy mother, And from that hour the 
ileiple yok her foz his own, After thele things, Jeſus 
knowing that ail things were now perfozined, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled.he ſaith, J thirſt. So there 
ſtood a vellell by full of vineger: therefoze they filed a 
ſpunge with vineger⸗ and wound it gel with byllqpe, 
and put it to his mouth. Alſoon as Jelus then received 
the vineger, he ſaid, It is fniched, and bowed his head, 
and gave up theghoft. The Jews therekaze, becauſet 
as the preparing of the Sabbath that oye bodies 
thould not remain upon the Croſſe on the Sabbath d 
{fox that Sabbath day was an high day) beſought Þ 
Te that their legs might be bzoken,and that they migh 
be taken down. Then came the ſouldiers, and brake! 
legs of the firſt, and ol the other which was cruc ite 
with him. But when they came to Jeſus, law that he 
was dead already ther bꝛake not his legs: but one of the 
ſonldters with a ſpear thꝛus him into the lide, and oe

with there came out blood and water. And he that ſaw it 
bare recoꝛd, and his recozd is true: and he knoweth that 
he ſaith true, that ye might beleebe alſo. Foz theſe things 
were done, that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, Po 
all not bzeak a bone ol him. And again, another Scrip⸗ 
ture ſaith , They ſhall look upon him whom they have 
pierced. After this, Joſeph of Arimathea (which was a 
diſciple of Jeſus, but ſecretip fox fear of the Jews) be= 
ſought Pilate that he might take down the body of Je- 
ſus. And Pilate gave him licence. He came therefoze,and 
took the body ol Jeſus. And there came alſo Nicodemug 
(which at the beginning tame to Jeſus by night) and 
bꝛought of myꝛrhe and Aloes mingled together, about an 
hundꝛed pound weight. Then took they the body ol Je⸗ 
ſus, and wound it in linen clothes with the odours , ag 
the maner of the Jews is to bury. And in 5 place where 
he was cructfted, there was a garden, and in the garden 
a new ſepulchze, wherein was never man laid. There 
laid they Jeſus therefoze, becauſe ofthe pꝛeparing ol the

And in Cathedrall and Collegiat Churches, where be many 
Prieſts and Deacons, they ſhall all receive the Communion 
with the Miniſter every Sunday at the leaſt, except they have 
a reaſonable cauſe to the contrary. And to take away the ſu- 
perſtition, which any perſon hath, or might have in the Bread 
and Wine, it ſhall ſuffice that the Bread be ſuch as is uſuall to be 
eaten at the table with other meats, but the beſt and pureſt 
wheat bread that conveniently may be gotten. And if any of 
the Bread and Wine remain, the Curate ſhall have it to his 
1 own uſe. The Bread and Wine for the Communion ſhall be 
{| 0 provided by the Curate and the Churchwardens,at the charges 
pita ofthe Pariſh,and the Pariſh ſhall be diſcharged of ſuch ſummes 
of money, or other dueties, which hitherto they have paid for 
the ſame, by order of their houſes every Sunday. 

And note that every Pariſhioner ſhall communicate at the 
Mn 
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ſhall alſo receive the Sacraments and other Rites, according 
to the order in this book appointed. And yearly at Eaſter, cvc- 
ry pariſhioner {hall reckon with his Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, 
or his or their deputie or deputies , and pay to them or him all 
Eccleſiaſticall duties, accuſtomably due, then and at that time 
to be payd. 


C The miniſtration of Baptiſmeto be uſed 


in the Church. 


SET T appearcth by ancient Writers, that the Sacra- 

ment of Baptiſme in the old time was not com- 
F monly miniſtred, but at two times in the year : at 
M Eaſter and Whitſuntide. At which times it was 
openly miniſtred in the preſence of all the Congregation, which 
cuſtom now being grown out uf uſe, (although it cannot for 
many conſiderations be well reſtored again ) itis thought good 
to follow the ſame as neer as conveniently may be, Wherefore 
the people are to be admonithed, that it is moſt convenient that 
Baptiſme ſhould not be adminiſtred but upon Sundayes, and 
other holydayes, when the moſt number of people may come 
together, as well for that the Congregation there pre ſent may 
teſtifie the receiving of them that be newly baptized into the 
number of Chriſts Church, as alſo becauſe in the Baptiſme of 
Infants, every man preſent may be put in remembrance of his 
own prafeſſion made to God in his Baptiſme. For which 
cauſe alſo it is expedient that Baptiſme be miniſtred in the En- 
gli tongue. Nevertheleſle, if neceſſity fo require, children 
may at all times be baptized at home. = 


q When there are children to be baptized upon the Sunday or. 
holygay , the Parents ſhall give knowledge over night, or in 
the morning afore the beginning of Morning prayer, to the 
Carate. And then the Godfachers, Godmothers, and people 
with the children, muſt be ready at the Font, either im- 


mediately 
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mediatly after the laſt Leſſon at Morning prayer, or elſe 
immediatly after the laſt Leſſon at Evening prayer, as the 
Curate by his diſcretion ſhall appoint. And then ſtanding 
there, the Prieſt ſhall ask whether the children be baptized or 
not.

Oraſmuch as all mortall men be ſubiect to many ſudden 

perils, diſeaſes and ſickeneſſes, and ever uncertain what time 
they ſhall depart out of this life, therefore to the intent they 
may be alwayes in a readineſſe to die when ſoever it ſhall pleaſe 
Almighty God to call them, the Curates ſhalldiligently from 
time to time, but ſpecially in the plague time, exhort their Pa- 
riſhioners, to the oft receiving(in the Churchhof the holy Com- 
munion of the Body and Blood of our Saviour Chriſt: which if 
they doe, they thall have no cauſe in their ſudden viſitation to 
be unquiet for lack of the ſame. But if the lick perſon be not 
able to come to the urch, and yet is deſirous to receive the 
Communion in his houſe, then hee muſt give knowledge over- 
night, or elſe early inthe morning, to the Curate, ſignifying alſo 
how many bee appointed to Communicate with him: and ha-
